Wistaria Vine is 97 years old, 
continues to flourish, blossom

Long and colorful is the history of Sierra Madre’s 
famed Wistaria Vine--which seems fitting, as the 
vine itself is both long and colorful. Its branches, 
described in the “Guinness Book of World 
Records” as being 500 feel long, spread over 
an acre of ground. The vine is long in another 
way: lifespan. Planted in 1894, it has outlived 
many of the visitors who have trod beneath it 
marvelling at its beauty and strength...and it surely 
will outlive many more of us who will visit it on 
Palm Sunday during the 1991 Wistaria Fete. 

Then there’s colorful...a lovely soft multi-toned 
lavender which tints the million to million-and-a-half 
blossoms hanging like gossamer grape clusters from 
*the twining branches supported by iron posts and 
trellises. Bees, as well as people, gather around the 
fragrant flowers which are at their peak for two or 
three weeks this time of year. 

Colorful, too, in that the Vine has attracted 
visitors from around the world for decades. One 
grows nostalgic at the memory of Pacific Electric 
Red Cars which were in such great demand that 


extra cars were put on to carry all the passengers to 
early Wistaria Festivals. 

Archives of the Sierra Madre Historical Society 
portray the first Wistaria Festival in 1918 as 
attracting 12,000 people. In the ’20s and ’30s, 
when luncheons were served on terraced grounds 
beneath the wistaria arbor, as many as 30,000 
people came to see the Vine during the weeks when 
it bloomed. Reputedly, one six-week fete in the ’30s 
attracted over 100,000 devotees. 

Long and colorful may well describe the line 
of people awaiting their turn to view the Wistaria 
Vine between 11 a.m. and 5 p.m. on Sunday, 
Mar. 24. Entertainment, food, docents, crafts, 
souvenirs and other attractions, both near the Vine 
and in downtown Kersting Court, will help keep 
visitors occupied and comfortable while they spend 
their day in Sierra Madre.

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Where has the water gone? Buchan smswers some questions 


The News continues with this series, written eight 
months ago, which examines water conditions in 
Sierra Madre. The series is by Jan Maddox. Ed. 

Sierra Madre will have to buy 500 acre feet of 
water, at $115 an acre foot, plus transportation 
charges which could run as high as $300 an acre 
foot, to replace water the Raymond Basin Manage¬ 
ment Board has ruled that the city has overpumped 
as of June 30, 1990. 

An Ad Hoc Technical Committee, set up by the 
Board to study the overpumping charge, has decided 
that excess water pumped from Sierra Madre’s 
spreading basins while the tunnels in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon underwent repair has been given 
all the credit due even though part of the water came 
from the tunnels. 

Tunnel water is not normally charged with 
percolation penalties because it is placed directly 
into the system. When the repair work was undertaken, 
however, that water had to be shunted to the 
spreading basins. 

Sierra Madre had maintained that it was unfairly 
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charged for this water, but was overuled by the Ad 
Hoc Committee, according to Mayor Pro Tern Roy 
Buchan who serves as City Council liaison to the 
Management Board and has attended the Ad Hoc 
Committee meetings. 

According to Buchan, the problem of getting 
it to Sierra Madre in the Raymond Basin remains 
unsolved, as it has for the 31 years Sierra Madre 
has belonged to SGVMWD. 

City Administrator Jim McRea said that a 
number of possibilities are under consideration, but 
all seem to involve “wheeling” or transportation 
charges, first by the Metropolitan Water District 
(MWD) and then by either Arcadia or Pasadena 
since the water has to be placed in the eastern unit 
of the Raymond Basin from which Sierra Madre 
pumps. 


In either case the water would have to be 
delivered above ground, necessitating the added 
expense of a pipeline and various other equipment 
needed to connect to a turnout or other pipeline 
because Arcadia does not currently have the capacity 
and water cannot be transported underground from 
the western unit, from which Pasadena pumps, to 
our eastern unit. 

McRea stated that in his opinion the 500 acre 
feet could create a bonus for the city in helping to 
raise - or at least maintain - the level of the water 
table which is currently said to be at the lowest level 
ever recorded. 

The city is precariously close to having to lower 
its pumps, which also could cost hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The 500 acre feet is close to 20 percent of the 


city’s annual water use which averages 2600 acre 
feet. 

The Raymond Basin Management Board has 
also ordered the city to come up with a long-range 
solution to obtaining additional water to meet the 
problem of continued and/or future drought. 

Sierra Madre has been given one year to replace 
the 500 acre feet. McRea says that if we have 
rain this year it could put us in a position of slight 
surplus, but without rain the overpumping problem 
will continue in order to meet our annual needs. 

Whether or not our district will be willing or 
able to help in finding the solution remains a 
source of controversy and anxiety on the part of 
the city.

Bob Kanyr, first Sierra Madre war veteran to return 


Bob Kanyr, Technical Sgt. in the USAF, is back 
in the United States, at least for awhile. And he 
has returned to his home in Sierra Madre while 
working at the base at Point Magu. 

It’s big news that he’s home because he is 
the first Sierra Madre Veteran of the Foreign 
Wars (Persian Gulf area) to be home. 

Does he want to be known as a hero? No. 
Instead, he said, “The real congratulations go to 
Sierra Madre and all other persons out there who 
supported us. The best weapons we had was the 
total support that the Arab world knew we had. 
That support was a symbolic shot in the air. A lot 
of the people living in the Arab world were not sure 
(of this war) and when the groundswell of support 
came from Americans, other countries fell into 
line. They saw the support. That’s why they gave 
up so quickly.” 

Yes, he is a hero. 

Kanyr was part of the contingent that flew in 
to deliver supplies and evacuate the injured. In 
a four-engine cargo aircraft he flew in supplies, 
munitions and food. They would fill the empty 
airplane with Allied casualties and POW (prisoners 
of war) casualties and return to base. He was 
flight attendant and medical technician on these 
flights. 

Kanyr was in that theatre for two-and-a-half 


months, on the front lines for two months. With 
his Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) background 
he was a natural for that job and said he saw the 
first for the U.S. casualties. 

He said he was apprehensive on the first day 
of the ground war, particularly when reports 
came in that there were chemical weapons involved. 

Kanyr noted, “In addition, we were 
satisfied that the air war was going so well” 

Now what? 

Kanyr said, “I’m standing by. 1 am not released 
from operations until there is a cease fire which 
could be within two months.” 

Will he leave the service at this point? No, he 
has been in the service for 17 years and he has 
an option to stay in longer and collect the benefits. 
He said it is more likely that he will remain for 
30 years before retiring. 

Kanyr enlisted out of high school for the 
Vietnam War and went into the Air Police. He 
went to Germany where he spent three-and-a-half 
years. After that term, he became a highway 
patrolman and a reservist. After four years he 
went into air support, then became an air controller. 
He has been in the service ever since. 

“I missed my family so much. I’m home,” he 
said simply. 

Welcome him.

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Our vine — 
and how to spell 

‘Wistaria’ 


“...By any other name would smell as sweet” 

Wisteria? 

Wistaria? 

Whatever the spelling, our Vine, by either name, 
would smell as sweet. 

And while the controversy on the spelling 
continues, local historians, archivists, and journalists 
generally ascribe to the “wistaria” form. 

Here’s why: 

Botanists, including Sunset’s “New Western 
Garden Book,” list the plant as “wisteria,” with 
an “e.” 

Sierra Madreans, however, note that the vine 
was named in 1818 for Henry Wistar of the 
University of Pennsylvania in honor of his 
contributions to science. So it seems both logical 
and fitting to use the “a” version. Because of its 
fame, it is also capitalized--The Wistaria Vine—at 
least locally. 

But the Vine has also been called by other 
names, some glamorous and others less 
complimentary. 

It’s been known as “The Lavender Lady” and 
“Queen of the San Gabriels” for obvious reasons. 
It is sometimes called “Sierra Madre’s Treasure.” 

The nicknames “Jack’s Beanstalk” and the 
“Glorified Bean” both stem (pardon the pun) 
from the way the vine’s seeds resemble a bean...a 
hard, shiny, flat and black bean. The seed pods 
also are bean-like. When seeds mature, the pod 
becomes brown and dry. It splits open, spewing 
the seeds out in a noisy rat-a-tat-tat against any 
nearby buildings. Owners of The Wistaria Vine 
can attest to this sound. 

Wistarias are not beans, however, but are 
members of the pea family. Small packets of 
seeds harvested by the Feeneys and Solts, 
present-day owners, will be offered to Wistaria 
Fete visitors who want to plant and grow them. 

Another name: Our Vine has also been called 
“The Monster,” alluding to its strength and 
tenacity. Extra arbors were built by H.T. Fennell 
in 1913 to support the rapidly growing vine. Fennell 
vowed that his much-admired vine would someday 
cover his entire house. He was right...old photos 
show that by the late ’2()s, the vine engulfed the 
two-story home, with only the chimney rising above 
the sea of blossoms. In 1931, the roof collapsed 
and the house was torn down. Arbors and part of 
the porch were retained to support the vine, and 
a new house was built about 200 feet away. The 
Vine has reached out to this house, too, but its 
owners, the Feeneys, prune “The Monster” enough 
to keep it at bay. 
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e Water is the word. People are looking 
over the graphs in last week’s paper and 
deciding whether or not we have enough 
water.

For everyone’s help, we are printing a 
table prepared by Dr. Albert Metzger a year 
ago which gives 10 years of rainfall results. 

Very interesting.

Veterans of Foreign Wars 


Etiquette of the Stars and Stripes 



•i; 
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The U. S. Flag should 
be a distinctive feature of a 
ceremony for unveiling a 
statue or monument, but the 
Flag should never be used 
as the cover for the statue 
or monument (Sec. 3, 1). 


On Memorial Day the Flag should be dis¬ 
played at half-staff until noon only, then raised to 
the top of the staff. (Sec. 3, m). 

By order of the Presi¬ 
dent, the Flag shall be 
flown at half-staff upon 
the death of principal fig¬ 
ures of the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment and the Governor of 
a State, territory, or pos- 
seuion, as a mark of re¬ 
spect to their memory. 

(Sec. 3, m). 


When displayed either 
horizontally or vertically 
agsunst a wall, the union 
should be uppermost and to 
the Flag’s own right, that 
is, to the observer’s left. 
When displayed in a window, 
the Flag should be dis¬ 
played in the same way, 
with the union or blue 
field to the left of the 
observer in the street. (Sec. 

3,i). 





The U. S. Flag 
should never be used as 
drapery, never festooned, * 
drawn back, nor up. it> ^ 
^ folds. It should always be 
allowed to fall free. Bunt¬ 
ing should be used for dec¬ 
oration (Sec. 4,d). 


Blue, white and red bunting should be used 
for covering a speaker’s stand, draping a platform 
front or for general decorations. 

Such bunting should always be arranged with the 
blue above, white in the middle and red below 
(Sec. 4,d). 

When bunting is displayed vertically, the 
blue will be to the observer’s left, white in the 
center and red on the right. 

The Flag should never be fastened, display¬ 
ed, used or stored in such manner as will permit it 
to be easily torn, soiled or damaged (Sec. 4,e). 


The Flag should never be used as a ceiling 
cover (Sec. 4,0. 


Never hang or drape 
the Flag in any position 
below the seats on a plat¬ 
form (Sec. 4,d). 

When used on a 
speaker’s platform, the 
Flag, if displayed flat, 
should be above and be¬ 
hind the speaker. Use bunt¬ 
ing to decorate a speaker’s 
desk or the front of the 
platform (Sec. 3,dk).

The big news in the past few weeks has been 
cops. Greedy deputies were sentenced last week 
for skimming dope money, and we and the 
nation witnessed one of the most blatant 
depictions of excessive force we’ll likely ever 
see. I’m not going to go into any of that. It 
has been fried, dried, sliced, diced and otherwise 
beaten to death. I would like to share an 
offshoot conversation. 

A friend and I were discussing the incident 
and he brought up a recent conversation he 
had with a friend who had just moved here from 
New York. This friend had been a New York 
cop. Now when I think of cops in eastern 
cities, I don’t get a good mind picture. They 
are, for the most part, corrupt, and they operate 
under a system of bought jobs and 
patronage. I chuckled inwardly when my friend 
asked his former cop friend if he had considered 
becoming a cop in Los Angeles. The response 
floored me. 

The former New York cop said he wouldn’t 
dream of being a cop here. He described most 
L.A. cops as “cowboys.” I know the reference, 
and it isn’t good. He painted a picture of 
detached, mobile, insensitive, by-the-book, 
pretty boy, macho, badge-heavy rambo-ettes. 


Big mouthful, but unfortunately in too many 
cases, it fits. There exists, with too many, the 
mentality of a seige...an “us-against-them” 
war of wills, and anyone who doesn’t wear 
a uniform is suspect until proven decent. 

Having come form an eastern seaboard 
city, I can picture an eastern cop. They usually 
aren’t too pretty, by that I mean, their uniforms 
may shine a bit on the seat, their shirts fluff 
out a bit, and their gig line is always out of 
sync, but they appear to “belong” in the 
neighborhood. Yes, I know, we are much more 
spread out than eastern cities, but the concept 
of foot beats is not a new one. A second 
dynamic of this identity with the community 
rests with where most of the cops in eastern 
cities come from. Odds are, they come directly 
from the communities they police. They may 
not play by our rules, but they are very 
effective; they are respected, and they are 
committed in a personal sense to what it is they 
are doing. 

The surprising part of the recent debacle 
with LAPD is that they may have to look to 
a department they have held in scorn for answers 
to a problem that just won’t go away.

Wistaria Is not 
only show In town

And so, if you are ready for it, “Call It Love 
Or Call It Quits, A Single’s Guide to 
Meaningful Relationships” is ready for you. 
Written by Tim Timmons and Charlie Hedges, 
published by Word Press, this book is a gold 
mine. 

Ah yes, the title is highly confrontive, 
threatening, scary. Who wants to be caught 
reading a book with such a bold title? However, 
if you are single (at any age, at any stage) 
and/or are interested in love and commitment 
(literal rather that lead to dead ends or brick 
walls), put a brown paper bag cover over this 
book and read it. 

The author’s promise: “This book will help 
to minimize the guessing and maximize the 
process of finding the one for you. You will 
have a better idea of when a relationship is 
right, and when it is not. You will know when 
to call it love or call it quits.” 

Where have you been all my life, is the 
response 1 had to this book, which like all good 
books and relationships keeps its promise. But 
I realize that this is a hard book to read when 
your vision is shaded by rose-colored glasses 
or committed to keeping the blinders on.

The middle section of the book was my 
favorite, the most educational. It discusses the 
stages that relationships go through. There are 
five steps up the ladder of successful, healthy 
two-somes, a process of: Hoping (eyes meet 
across a crowded room). Scoping (getting to 
know you-in relation to me). Coping (conflict 
resolution, can you or can’t you, and 
compromise) Roping (will you take this man/ 
woman to be...). 

The authors show convincingly, with the 
common sense and wisdom that characterizes 
the book, why relationships that race over this 
process, or ignore the information each stage 
can supply, end in relationship failure, i.e., pain. 

In the first and third sections, Timmons 
and Hedges discuss the importance of wholeness 
and personness, self-awareness coming into a 
relationship, and then the facts and fictions of 
commitment. They draw from alot of their own 
personal experience, and also from their 
professional experience, as both of them have 
been counselors in pre-marital and marital 
situations. The authenticity of their perceptions 
cannot be doubted. This is not armchair 
psychology, or letters of advice to the love-lorn, 
it is news from the Front. 

And the promise is victory, even regarding 
the battle between the sexes. For some people 
this process is/has been as easy as breathing, 
but if you are not one of those people, I 
recommend this book, if only for first aide 
from battle wounds.

Visitors to the Wistaria Vine during this year’s 
festival on Sunday, Mar. 24, are also invited to 
visit the historic Richardson House and Lizzie’s 
Trail Inn which are located back to back at the 
corner of E. Mira Monte and Mt. Wilson Trail. 
Members of the Historical/Preservation Society and 
the Beautification Coimmittee will be hosts and do¬ 
cents as people tour the buildings. 

Due to the limited parking and the closure of 
a street bordering the Vine on the day of the fete, 
it is suggested that the public come to Baldwin 
and Kersting. Not only will festival activities 
be in high gear in that area but also there will be 
shuttle buses that will run continuously to transport 
people to the historic buildings and to the Vine. 
Buses will also pick up these passengers when they 
are ready to return to Kersting. 

Richardson House is the oldest home standing 
in Sierra Madre and Lizzie’s is a former refresh¬ 
ment stand and later a restaurant that conjures up 
much nostalgia among long-time residents here. 

Also, the “past” these two old buildings 
certainly has its shady side, too. During the days 
of prohibition and though illegal, it was’ a well- 
known fact that hard liquor wasliberally dispensed 
at Lizzie’s. The Richardson House dining room was 
turned into a still and there are boards in the floor 
of the bedroom which can still be removed today 
and where “the booze” was hidden. Federal agents 
got wind of all this and a picture in our archives 
shows them raiding the still. 

From the turn of the century there was a re¬ 
freshment and supply stand at this point where the 
Mt. Wilson Trailbegins for hiking the trail and for 
those involved in celestial pursuits when the tele¬ 
scope was installed on top of Mt. Wilson. No 
less famous people than Henry Ford and Andrew Carne¬ 
gie stopped at this stand. However, in the early 
1990s the city needed that spot to construct a 
reservoir and the stand was moved to the present 
site on the east side of the trail. 

Lizzie McElwain brought fame to the building 
when she made it a restaurant, and people came 
from all over the valley to enjoy her delicious 
fried chicken and such food as baked beans, 
ravioli, cole slaw etc., and at prices so low they 
seem absolutely unreal today. When Lizzie died in 
1939, Thelma and Robert Orme purchased the 
property an continued the restaurant until 1948. 
Both the McElwains and the Ormes made Richardson 
House their home. 

When Sierra Madre was nothing more than 
empty land the Richardson family arrived, probably 


the first white family to establish residence long 
after the Indians. They built two houses, the first 
one stood in the Cypress area and has sicne been 
torn down for development, and then this Richard¬ 
son House, circa 1864. 

John, the father, and we think a Civil War 
veteram, is the first burial in 1884 in or Sierra Madre 
Pioneer Cemetery. We think he lived out his last 
years in this Richardson House. Also, when town 
founder Nathaniel Carter built the first hotel 
here, called Ocean View House, John managed the 
hotel for Carter. 

John’s son, Levi moved into that first house, 
maintained an apiary on the property for bees, sup¬ 
playing honey to a long list of residences in Los 
Angeles and the valley. This was Sierra Madre’s 
first business. Levi’s sister’s married name was 
Smith, and the Smiths lived in the canyon, had 
13 children and were known as the “Canyon 
Smiths.” 

This present Richardson house strted out as 
a simple mountain cabin and over th years was 
changed to a four-room residence with a lean-to 
kitchen. In 1907 William P. Caley, who served 
as Sierra Madre’s first town marshal, tax collector 
and street superintendent, purchased the property. 
It had a 305-foot frontage on Mira Monte and 
the east portion included a barn, corral and pack 
animals. In those days Sierra Madre was the starting 
point in reaching the resorts and other activities 
which were so popular back then in our mountains 
above us. 

Caley’s widow, Mary, lived to be 100 and then 
the property was passed to her daughter Maybell 
Barker. In 1971 the city of Sierra Madre acquired 
title to all this property through an acquisition 
grant by the State Department of Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion and created a small park in the area where the 
barn and corral stood. 

Lizzie’s was almost forgotten by then and 
Richardson House stood empty. Both structures 
were in sad disrepair and scheduled to be torn 
down. Fortunately, the Historical Society fell they 
were important enough to the community to save, 
every Saturday, plied with coffee, donuts and soft 
drinks, hard working crews restored the two buildings 
in time to celebrate our country’s 1976 Bicentennial 
on July 4. These museums were dedicated to the city 
and arc open to the public at no charge. Lizzie’s 
is a museum with artifacts from the area and the 

mountains and Richardson is kept as if it were a 
residence. The Historical Society continues the on 
going restoration and upkeep. 

Our magnificent historic Wistaria Vine is one 
of Sierra Madre’s treasures, but so, loo, are these 
modest buildings which were part of our town’s past.

If the 
library does not have the 
tax form you need, a 
member of the staff can 
provide information on 
how to obtain it.

When Gene Ferret got a call from Bob Hope at 
2 a.in. and the call was from Bangkok, Ferret 
wasn’t surprised. Working for Hope since 1969, he 
has become accustomed to receiving communications 
at all hours from the comedian about ideas for 
comedy material. 

This time, however, the call wasn’t about jokes. 
Bangkok had just installed direct dialing, and 
Hope was calling to see if it worked. 

Such experiences have made Ferret’s career with 
Hope anything but dull. Now Hope’s head writer, 
he goes on most of the comedian’s trips, and was with 
him during the Christmas season in Saudia 
Arabia and Barahain. 

The comedy writer began his career writing for 
Phyllis Diller for $5 a joke, then became a 
contract writer for her. This led to contact with 
Hope, and an assignment to write 300 jokes for him 
for the Academy Awards. Hope used 10 of the jokes, 
and Ferret has been working for him ever since. 

Where do ideas for jokes come from? Ferret says 
they often come from that very unfunny medium — 
the newspaper. For example, the tidbit that Sadam 
Hussein’s bunker was 60 feet under the ground gave 

birth to a joke about Hussein’s doorman being a 
groundhog. Trips with Hope have often led to fas¬ 
cinating insights for comedy material, such as learn¬ 
ing that, because of sand, servicemen were using 
panty hose to protect their ammunition. 

Ferret has also written for the Jim Nabors, 
“Laugh In,” Bill Cosby, and Carol Burnett 
shows, and produced the Tim Conway show, 
“Welcome Back Cotter,” and “Three’s Company.”

Ferret’s next goal is to do a book about what goes 
on behind the scenes in the comedy business. 
Ferret also set up an interview with Bob Hope at the 
latter’s home for The News several years ago. 

Ferret speaks highly of his boss, who, he points 
out has been at the top of his craft in every popular 
vaudeville, Broadway, radio, films, and television. 

“His record in television is unsurpassed,” says 
Ferrett. “Several top-rated TV shows of all-time 
were Bob Hope shows.” 

“Hope has an affection for his audiences,” 
Ferret continues. “He knows what they want. This 
is the reason his popularity has lasted, and why he’s 
appealed to so many generations.” 

Hope will be 88 in May, Ferret points out. “He 
paces himself a little better, and he’s learned to rest, 
and to watch what he eats. He takes care of himself. 
But basically, he hasn’t slowed down.” 

And that means that for Hope’s chief comedy 
writer, life is going to continue being as full of 
adventure and surprises as ever.

The church during this 
Lenten season em¬ 
phasizes God’s way of 
doing things which is 
known as the paschal 
mystery. It is the heart of 
our celebration of every 
Eucharist. 

According to the 
paschal mystery God 
moves us through what 
we would consider a 
negative experience to a 
positive one; as when He 
lead the Israelites out of 
slavery in Egypt to the 
promised land and again 
when He lead them from 
the slavery of Babylon 
back to Jersulaem. 

God the Father did not 
change his way of doing 
things when it came His 
Son. What is particulary 
significant for us is that 
Jesus, though a single 
person, gathers together 
into Himself all the peo¬ 
ple of God — to use a 
technical term he 
“recapitulates” us in 
Himself. By looking at 
Christ we can see how 
the paschal mystery ap¬ 
plies to us as we are lead 
through the sufferings of 
this life to the joys of 
eternal life. The paschal 
mystery for Christ means 
that God led Him 
through suffering to joy, 
through humiliation to 
glory, and through death 
to life. 

The letter of Paul to 
the Hebrews speaks in a 


literal sense about the 
paschal mystery: “Son 
though He was, Christ 
learned obedience from 
what He suffered, and 
when perfected. He 
became the source of 
eternal salvation for all 
who obey Him.” To 
obey Christ is to join 
Him by embracing the 
paschal mystery which 
we celebrate in every 
Eucharist. Christ has 
died, and so will we; 
Christ has been raised, 
and so will we.

And its much 
admired English star, 
Julie Andrews, was so 
unknown in this country 
that when a movie of it 
was made, they used 
Audrey Hepburn instead, 
with a dubbed-in voice. 
Rex Harrison was dubious 
about appearing on stage 
in a musical since he was 
no singer and so he 
spoke the lyrics. That 
year it won every Tony 
in sight and the movie 
won Oscars for everybody 
except Audrey Hepburn. 
Julie Andrews got hers 
later for “Mary 
Poppins.” 

The musical is 
remarkably faithful to 
the G.B. Shaw play 


“Pygmalion,” and most 
of the “book” and a 
surprising number of the 
lyrics come direct from 
that durable tale of the 
little Cockney flower girl 
trained by a speech 
teacher to pass as an 
upper class lady at a 
Royal Ball. The story is 
a good one, the lines are 
exceptionally intelligent 
and humorous, and the 
music is wonderful.

The California Music 
Theater’s current produc¬ 
tion is top notch. Much 
depends on the actor 
who plays Henry Higgins, 
the speech expert, who 
must play him as 
insensitive and rude and 
still hold the audience’s 
sympathy.

Heilman barks up right tree with dog cards

Dressing up dogs in 
costume and posing them 
to portray Whistler’s 
Mother, Little Bo Peep, 
or the Phantom of the 
Opera might seem a 
challenging feat, but for 
Jeanne Heilman, creator 
of Paws a Moment 
greeting cards, the 
accomplishment comes 
as second nature. 

The efforts of her 
endeavors can be found 
in The Creative Craft 
Center, Little Stuga, or 


the Margit Holakoiy 
florist shop. In these, 
anH nf other 

shops throughout the 
country, her cards are 
for sale, featuring 
whimsical portraits of 
dogs as fairy tale, 
nursery rhyme, or 
historical characters. 

A Pasadena resident, 
Heilman was born in 
Lima, Peru, and spent 
her early years living in 
mining camps in the 
Andes where her father 
was a mining engineer.

“There were no children 
to play with, so I played 
with llamas,’’ she says. 

She grew up in Little¬ 
ton, Colo., where she 
continued to develop fast 
friendships with animals, 
and evolved an empathy 
for them that is evident 
in her work today. 
Heilman went on to 
become an artist and 
interior designer, and has 
won several awards and 
had one-woman shows. 

Paws a Moment had 
its origin in a Christmas 
card that Heilman created 
for her personal use, 
featuring family pets 
garbed as Mr. and Mrs. 
Santa Claus. A few cards 
were placed for sale at 
the Sierra Madre art fair, 
and their success led her 
to create others. 

In her work she uses 
her own family pets, as 
well as pets of friends 
and neighbors. She makes 
their outHts, creates the 
backdrops, and does the 
photography. Her main 
cast of characters 
consists of an English 
Springer Spaniel named 
Jody, and three Vizslas - 
Magyar, Savuti, and 
Journey. The dogs have 
no training, but have 
displayed a natural 
aptitude for posing for 
the camera, as well as all 
the attributes of full-blown 
hams. 

“The dogs are so 
jealous of the ones that 


are getting to be in the 
picture,’’ says Heilman, 
“that we have to lock up 
the ones who aren’t 
posing. They simply love 
the attention.’’ 

Heilman attempts to 
create two or three new 
photographs a month, 
particularly during the 
cool weather when being 
in costume is more 
comfortable for the 
animals. She finds no 
shortage of subject 
matter. “There are so 
many characters in 
history, fairy tales, and 
art works to copy,” she 
says. “I’ve never had 
any problem getting 
ideas.” 


Among her favorite 
creations are portrayals 
of the American Gothic, 
King Henry the Eighth, 
the main characters in 
the Wizard of Oz, and 
the tea party scene in 
Alice in Wonderland. 

“People ask us how 
we make these animals 
cooperate,’’ Heilman 
says. “In fact, we’ve 
never found a way to 
make dogs do anything. 
We have found, however, 
that treating them with 
love, attention, and 
respect seems to bring 
from them a desire to 
repay in kind. We 
believe this accounts for 


our success.

What would you do if 
the aged and famous 
Wistaria Vine on your 
property-the one visited 
yearly by hundreds to 
thousands of vine 
devotees-were to become 
sickly? 

It is no small res¬ 
ponsibility to be entrusted 
with keeping such a vine 
health...and (hrough 
the decades, it has been 
no small challenge. 

In the ’4()s, the vine 
looked less and less 
robust, despite the 
estimated $30,000 to 
$100,000 its owner, Ida 
Lawless, had spent to 
braee it up and enhance 
the grounds. She called 
in a “plant wizard’’ who, 
according to historical 
records, “put the vine to 


sleep’’ by placing dry 
ice, hormones and ice 
water on its roots. 

After the leaves 
yellowed and dropped 
off, the “wizard” returned 
with a huge soil auger, 
an out-sized hypodermic 
needle, droppers, and 
special plant vitamins 
and hormones. He 
injected his “medicine” 
into the bark at intervals, 
and put more into holes 
dug every few feet 
throughout the root area. 

Magic? Maybe! The 
vine spruced up and 
produced the best blooms 
in years! 

Two decades later, the 
wistaria vine needed 
another boost. Owner 
Maria Feeney, along 
with Marian Thayer 
Cook, who had cared 


for the vine since 1956, 
hired a botanist from 
Occidental College. With 
a three-foot hypodermic 
needle, he injected 
Vitamin B into the soil, 
and sealed bald spots on 
the ancient trunks of the 
vine. Again the vine 
perked up. 

Since then, routine 
fertilizing and pruning 
have maintained a 
balance between keeping 
the plant in bounds and 
stimulating luxuriant 
growth and blossoms. 

Of course. The Wistaria 
Vine should remain 
healthy-she is really 
only in her youth, 
despite being 97 years 
old. Life expectancy of 
wistaria vines has been 
reported as being 
potentially 250 years!

After twice being 
refused admission to the 
bar at Reuben’s after 
midnight Sunday morn¬ 
ing, two men, said to be 
Hispanics, returned and 
shot the two hosts who 
had asked them to leave 
the restaurant at the cor¬ 
ner of Colorado and 
Michillinda in Arcadia. 

One victim, Edward 
Gordon, a 30-year-old 
black male from Los 
Angeles, died instantly 
of massive head trauma 
from being shot in the 
head with a 12-gauge, 
pump action shot gun, 
reports Lt. Tim Murray 
of the Arcadia Police 
Department. 

Johnny Jonitely, a 
29-year-old Pasadena 


resident of Armenian 
and Italian ancestry, was 
shot in the arm and the 
bullet entered his chest 
cavity. As of Tuesday 
afternoon, he was at 
Huntington Memorial 
Hospital in Pasadena, 
where his condition, 
while still critical, was 
listed as improving. 

He was able to talk to 
Arcadia policemen on 
Tuesday to clarify the in¬ 
cident. Because there 
were approximately 120 
people in Reuben’s 
lounge at the time of the 
shooting, there were 
numerous and varying 
accounts as to what had 
happened, said Murray. 
Jonitely was able to iden¬ 
tify the suspects as 


Hispanics because he 
speaks Spanish and he 
heard them speaking in 
the language. 

The suspects were 
refused admission, ac¬ 
cording to Reuben’s 
policy, because Jonitely 
and Gordon had deter¬ 
mined that they already 
had had too much to 
drink. 

When the suspects 
returned a third time, in 
a matter of a few 
minutes, they fired at 
point-blank range at the 
two victims. 

Jonitely said that the 
only other time he had 
seen the gunmen and his 
accomplice was on 
Thursday night when 
they were admitted and 
caused no problems.

AUSD notifies teachers 
of possible layoffs 


Faced with Governor Pete 
Wilson’s threat of zero cost 
of living increase for educa¬ 
tion, possible fees to the 
county for collecting taxes 
and reduced lottery 
revenue, the Arcadia 
Unified School District 
notified 31 teachers last 
week that they might not be 
rehired for the 1991-92 
school year. 

The Education Code 
requires school districts 
to notify certificated 
employees of possible cuts 
by Mar. 15. It’s possible 
that no teacher will have to 
be let go when resigna¬ 
tions. retirement and 
growth are taken into con¬ 
sideration, said Mimi 
Burgdorf-Hennessy, assis¬ 


tant superintendent for 
educational programs and 
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She explained that the 
district is taking a precau¬ 
tionary approach in notify¬ 
ing 31 teachers, who were 
identified as the least 
senior staff members. She 
said that the district is look¬ 
ing at numerous ways to 
carve almost $ 1 million out 
of its $30 million budget 
and that cuts which impact 
classrooms will be the last 
ones made; however, 
because of the law, 
notification of possible cuts 
comes first. 

Hennessy met with the 
identified teachers last 
week to offer reassurance. 
While the news was upset- 

. .ting and frightening, the 
teachers seemed to 
•understand the situation, 
according to Hennessy. 

Buffums 
to close 

Buffums Department 
Stores, which has operated 
a store in Santa Anita 
Fashion Park since the 
shopping mall opened in 
October, 1974, announced 
last week that it was retir¬ 
ing from the department 
store business. 

Currently, there are ap¬ 
proximately 100 full time 
employees plus another 20 
part-timers who work in the 
77,000-square-foot 
department store in Ar¬ 
cadia. Throughout 
Southern California, Buf¬ 
fums had 16 locations and 
a distribution center in 
Long Beach. 

Some 1100 full time 
employees will be affected 
by the closing, which was 
brought on by “a declining 
and selective customer 
base, a deepening reces¬ 
sion and the competitive 
retail climate created by 
both discounters and 
department store con¬ 
solidations,” according to 
a press release statement 
from John Duncan, presi¬ 
dent and chief executive of¬ 
ficer of Buffums. 

Buffum’s has been leas¬ 
ing its Arcadia site from 
The Hahn Company and 
Santa Anita Realty Enter¬ 
prises, which is now 
evaluating possible users 
for the two-story store 
facility.

AEF provides computer 
labs at three junior highs 


Arcadia residents will 
soon be receiving a 
brochure from the Ar¬ 
cadia Educational Foun¬ 
dation explaining its pur¬ 
pose and reaffirming its 
commitment to pro¬ 
viding resources not 
otherwise available to 
enhance the teaching ex¬ 
cellence of the Arcadia 
schools. 

High impact instruc¬ 
tional technologies such 
as computers, video 
discs, and other vital new 
classroom tools are being 
given the highest priority 
in making grants, accor¬ 
ding to John Fuller, AEF 
president. The founda¬ 
tion’s immediate goals 
include computer lab in 
every school, a ratio of 
one computer per every 
12 children and instruc¬ 
tional video disc 
capability in every 
school. 

The foundation’s in¬ 
structional technology 
commitment statement 
indicates that “quality 
education requires mak¬ 
ing available to our 
teachers and students the 
best teaching and learn¬ 
ing tools possible. The 
new technologies that 
have burst on the scene 
during the past two 
decades have revolu¬ 
tionized educational 
delivery. It is vital that 
Arcadia’s children be 
given access to the latest 
techniques and oppor¬ 
tunities.” 

As a first step to 
achieve its goals, AEF is 


in the process of pro¬ 
viding each of Arcadia’s 
junior high schools, 
Dana, First Avenue and 
Foothills, with a com¬ 
puter lab. Each lab will 
have 16 stations outfitted 
with the keyboard, a 
mouse, color monitor 
and speaker package. 
The stations will work 
off a high-powered net¬ 
work server which 
ultimately could handle 
100 stations. There is 
also the potentional for 
networking the entire 
school and incorporating 
electronic mail. 

The labs have a soft¬ 
ware system which in¬ 
cludes programs for 
wordprocessing, spread 
sheets, data base, 
graphics and desktop 
publishing. The teacher 
in the lab can do such 
things as enter the stu¬ 
dent’s screen and share it 
with the entire class for 
discussion, make a 
special screen and feed it 
to all monitors, and 
work both individually 
and as a whole when 
editing. Each school will 
staff and utilize its lab as 
appropriate for the 
school’s needs. 

The Educational 
Foundation primarily 
raises money through the 
sale of grocery “scrip” 
and through direct 
solicitation by mail, 
telephone and in person. 
The recent ability to pro¬ 
vide the computer labs at 
the three junior highs, 
however, was due to the 


foundation working in 
cooperation with the 
IBM K-12 Matching 
Grant Program. Masat- 
sugu Tanabe, an IBM 
employee and Arcadia 
parent with children at 
Hugo Reid, Foothills, 
and Arcadia High 
School, was instrumental 
in iniating the program 
which matches $4 for 
every $1 donated. 
Through sponsorship of 
IBM employees, the 
Educational Foundation 
committed $50,000 and 
was able to generate 
$200,000 worth of equip¬ 
ment to this phase of the 
technology plan. Fuller 
indicated that the foun¬ 
dation is continually 
looking for such creative 
avenues and is pleased 
that the foundation is 
able to get such a high 
return for the dollar.
